Canadian Government Promises the 


Editor-« of Indiana the Outing o f 
Their Lives. 


Indianapolis, May 31.—All arrange­ 
ments for the Canadian tour of the 
Indiana Allied Ed Aerial Association, 
starting July 22, have bef»n completed, 
and the list of those wh > wdl take 
part in this interesting trip is rapidly 
closing. 
This list is limited to 20«* on account 
of restricted hotel facilities which will 
be met with at certain points on the 
Itinerary, and already more than 150 
have entered the prospective party. 
This party will rendezvous at Chicago, 
July 22, ea»»h person providing trans­ 
portation to that point. 
From there 
the members of 
the party will be 
guests of the Canadian government, 
transportation charges ceasing until 
the return to Chicago two weeks later. 
It has been arranged that $45 will 
cover the necessary expenses of the 
trip, including sleeping-car privileges. 
Of this amount the first insta Sment of 


$ 2 0 must be paid to the committee not 
later than June 20; the second install­ 
ment of $25 l>eing due on or before 
July 11. 
This trip has been arranged through 
the courtesy of the Canadian govern­ 
ment, and it is assured that th»> enter­ 
tainment and comfort of the party en 
route will be conducted on a scale 
never before attempted ou a similar 
tour in this country. 
On no account 
will the date of departure be post­ 
poned, and those who are cont-ruplat- 
lng availing themselves of this oppor­ 
tunity should communicate with the 
com mittee at once, as the list*- promise 
to be soon closed. 
After June 11 the 
committee will not be able to guaran­ 
tee a place in the party.

Jam es p. Goodrich has Issued a call 
to the Indiana delegates to the Re- 
pul lican national ronvention at Chi­ 
cago to meet here tomorrow afternoon 
at 2 o’clock to make arrangements for 
the headquarters and trip to Chicago.

There have been 
rumors that some of the delegates will 
try to get a statem ent from Senator 
Fairbanks as to whether or not he will 
accept the nomination for vice presi­ 
dent, but his friends stated today that 
they !o not believe that any effort w.il 
be ma li* to em barrass him. 


Politicians are interested now in ob­ 
serving the effect of Grover Cleve­ 
land's latest announcement that he fa­ 
vors the nomination of Judge Alton B. 
Parker. 
A few weeks ago when he 
came out for Parker hundreds of In­ 
dians Democrats flocked to the sup­ 
port of Hearst. although at heart they 
were against him. 
Letters were re­ 
ceived from all parts of the state by 
H earst’s managers denouncing Cleve­ 
land and declaring against Parker be­ 
cause Cleveland was for him.

Health Officers Speak* 


Thefollowi g communications relat 
ing to the smallpox sitaat'on at Free 
town were handed to the Rf, p u b l i c a n 
for publication. 
Edito r R e p u b l i c a n : 
Owing to the fact that 1 was called to 
Freetown Sunday, May 15, where I 
found r number of cases of smallpox,, 
which I diagnosed as such and estab- j 
lisbed quarantine, whereupon some of 
the local physicians took issue with 
me, declaring that I was mistaken in 
my diagnosis, causing almost a gen-1 
eral “ kick” against 
my action as 
county health officer. 
Some of these 
critics gave out statements to news­ 
papers for publication, which did me 
and 
the 
interests 
of the public 
safety an injustice. 
I herewith submit 
the following letter from Dr. J. N. 
Hurty, secretary of the state board of 
health, fully approving my diagnosis 
and work as health officer.

ittelliDg the person that if you said it 
was smallpox, then it was smallpox, 
for there wa* no better diagnostician 
to be found. 
I told him further that 
you were county health officer and 
your diagnosis was the legal one and 
would be enforced in the court. 
It 
goes without showing that 1 recom­ 
mended vaccination and made plain 
the fact that those who would not vac­ 
cinate would sooner or later have the 
disease.

London, May 31,—The report of dis­ 
cord In the interview between General 
Kuropatkin and Viceroy Alexieff at 
Mukden and of the southern movement 
of the Russian vanguard below Wa- 
fengtien have given rise to rumors that 
General Kuropatkin has yielded to the 
wishes of the Alexieff party and is 
attempting to relieve 
Port 
Arthur. 
Among sober papers here, however, 
the 
idea 
that 
General 
Kuropatkin 
would venture on such a dangerous 
and hopeless movement is not taken 
seriously. 
According to correspondents at Jap­ 
anese headquarters up to May 29 noth­ 
ing Important had developed beyond 
outpost encounters. 
Japanese troops 
are largely engaged in building roads 
and bridges. 
One correspondent says 
that General Kuroki gave a luncheon 
to foreign military attaches to cele­ 
brate the victory on the Yalu, while 
almost simultaneously the Japanese 
first army was informed of the Kin 
Chou victory. 
The same correspond­ 
ent Indicates the reason for delay in 
the operations. He says thet the force 
that landed at Takushcn appears to 
have struck the fringe of the rainy 
season. 
The downpour has been very 
heavy. 
General Kuropatkin, a St 
Peters­ 
burg correspondent says. Is fighting 
two enemies, one at home, the other 
in Manchuria. 
While his military rep­ 
utation is undergoing a terrible ordeal, 
he is also accused of failure as min­ 
ister of war to make proper prepara­ 
tions for war. 
The emperor is al­ 
leged to be so dissatisfied that he 
would dismiss both Alexieff and Kuro­ 
patkin were it not that he fears the 
effect on public opinion. 
The general 
Impression among the highest classes 
is that the fall of Port Arthur ought 
to connote the end of the war. and 
that if Japan succeeds in this aim Rus­ 
sia's best interest would be to make 
peace, but nobody, the correspondent 
avers, has the moral courage to make 
such a suggestion to the emperor. 
The correspond.mt also asserts that 
an agreement Is drawn whereby Ger­ 
many promises armed support to Rus­ 
sia if necessary to prevent England 
and the United States from attempting 
to submit the far Eastern question to 
an 
international 
congress, and 
de 
Clares that the recent relaxation of 
anti Jewish laws by Russia is the out­ 
come of the desire of the minister of 
the Interior to conciliate American 
opinion.
